him a party of her financial eredit, or dis-
credit, as the case may develop; it gives
the local investor an outlet for his capi-
tal that he knows all about and peed not
worry over; it keeps the interest money
at home and in constant circulation in-
stead of despatching it to some great,
indifferent, city thousands of miles away;
it gives the poor man with a little to
invest a safe and compensating chance
for investment right at hand. where he
can, at any time that pressure makes it
necessary, convert his bond back into
cash; it saves the volumne of the lonn
to the money resources of the city and
does mot drain her of that and the in-
terest on it, for yeara afterward; in
fact every argument is wholly in favor
of the principle of executing the loan
right in our own market-place and keep-
ing it there until the day of its dis-
charge, or the day of its re-honding,
when the whole wise practice may be re-
enacted.
